Albany, Aug. 11.—A summary of 


the reports,of forest ares of 1924 re- 
ceived at the office of the conserva- 
tion commission up to July 20th, has 
just been made. This represents in a 
normal year about half, the total fire 
season. 


There have been reported up to 


date in the fire towns 198 fires as 
against a total of 556 fires for the 
whole 1923 season. 
In the( fire dis- 


tricts In 19 2-I there have been re- 
ported 212 fires, as against the total 
of 236 fires reported tor the entire 
season of 1D23. 


The area burned in .the first halt 


of 1924 in the fire towns has been 
1,624 
acres as against a total for 


1923 of 17rS55 acres. 
In the fire 


districts in 1924 up to date 
the 


acreage has been 20,862 acres as 
against the total of 30,063 for 1923. 
Damage and expense 
have 
been 


roughly proportioned to the number 
ot fires and the area burned.

East, but its first mention is from 
ancient Rome and Greece. It seems 
probable that the Greek made tho 
sounding boards of their lyres from 
entire pieces of tortoise shell. 


In Rome, a certain Carvllius Poi- 


lio, who lived from 31 B. C. to 30 A. 
D., is credited wfth the invention o/ 
splitting the shell into thinner lay- 
ers, a very important development 
without which this beautiful material 
could not have been used for 
so 


many purposes.

Ithaoa, N. V , Aug. 11.—Now is 


the time for requeening in the apiary 
according to R. B. Wilson, the bee 
man o£ the state college of agricul- 
ture here. He says that to introduce 
a young queen in every colony in 
August, and preferably early in Aug- 
ust, means securing an abundance of 
young bees, which, together with 
plenty of stores of good quality and 
ample protection from cold and wind, 
comprise the three essentials for suc- 
cessful wintering of bees. 


Young queens help provide 
this 


abundance of young bees 
because 


they are vigorous layers and keep 
laying eggs later in the fall than the 
old queens. They are of great value 
again the next spring because they 
are still prolific and are not at all 
apt to bo superseded, as 
are 
old 


queens, so they almost totally elim 
inate the apiary nuisance known a; 
tho superseding swarm. 


He says that the procecss of in 


troduclng queens Is not always sue 
cessful, especially if old fashione< 
methods are used, but that at thp col 
lege they have found the push-in 
cage method to be entirely natisfac 
tory. 


His instructions on ft are as fol- 


lows: the cages are made from incl 
squares of galvanized wire screen- 
ing-8 meshes to the inch. From each 
corner cut back on the diagonal one 
inch. Then fold up tho odges at the 
right angles, making a shallow box- 
like form. Ordinary window screen- 
Ing may be used, but ft Is not suffic- 
iently rigid to stand wear.

•et la usually spoiled by the flexible 
lejds that must be carried through 
the panel. These leads are fastened 
to various bus bar connections which 
go to the other instruments. 
This 


means that when the colls are moved 
the bus bar wires are pulled out of po- 
ettleex This IB liable to cause a short 
circuit at some position, but the main 
point is that it makes a very untidy 
Job. 


When I built my receiver I deter- 


mined to wire It in a neater fashion 
and finally hit upon the iden of a sub- 
panel, as Shown In the accompanying 
drawing. This suhpanel is used with 


ft standard honeycomb coll mounting 
and consists of a piece of hard rubber 
or bakellte 2% by 1% Inches, mounted 
to the rear of the regular panel and 
about three-quarters of an inch from 
it. 
On this are mounted six binding 


posts for the primary, secondary and 
tickler connections. The .subpanel is 
fastened to the panel by means of four 
brass machine bolts of the required 
length. 
The flexible leads from the 


honeycomb coll mounting are passed 
through a one-quarter-inch hole in the 
panel and fastened to their respective 
binding posts on the subpanel. 


The cost of the material needed Is 


very little nnd is quite compensated 
for by the improved appearance of, the 
wiring of the set.—Radio News.

with the same suspicion and animosity 
as the pariah dogs of one quarter of 
nn oriental city have for those of any 
other quarter. 


Even the secret "opium paths" do 


not exist on the western slopes of the 
Karen hill*. 
The tribesmen had no 


wish to come down to the plains, and 
the Burmese, the former rulers of the 
country, found It much easier to come 
from the north.' 


Animals can climb to the villages, 


but It Is not well to trust to them. It 
Is on record that a baggage elephant 
took fourteen hours to cover four and 
a half miles, nnd would probably have 
taken rouch longer If practicnlly all Its 
load had not been brought In by coo- 
lies, »nd these coolies were the hill- 
men themselves, not'outside men. 


Still the visit Is worth the trouble, 


•nd It is an excellent way of reducing 
weight. The Karens of the hills are 
savages, no doubt, but'not of the^klnd 
that eat one another or cut off heads. 


There Is no need for the visitor to 


take a great amount of money. Beads 
and small mirrors and clear glass: 
bottles are much more useful, though ] 
latterly not a few villages hnve become i 
sophisticated enough to like rupees, I 
too. But thnt Is because the girls make 
necklaces of them. 


The White Karens, 


There are a great ninny Karens in 


the main province of Burma, fnd the- 
•were, nnd still are, commonly referred 
to by their Burmese neighbors and 
strangers within their gates ns White 
Karens. These Karen* do not admit 
the hill peoples, for convenience' sake 
culled Red Knrens, to be their rela- 
tions, find have the saint feelings with 
regard to them that the Abelites hnve 
:for the Cainites. It is perhnps natural. 
?fobod.v cares for poor and ill-conduct- 
ed relatives.

The Red Karens. 


The Red Karen Is of an entirely 


different physical type. The men are 
Binall and wizened, but very wiry. 
They have broad, reddish-brown faces 
and long heads, with the obliquity of 
eye a little more accentuated than 
the White Karen, nnd very much 
more than the Burman. 
In former 


days it was the invariable custom 
that the men should have the rising 
sun tattooed in bright vermilion on 
the small of the back. This custom 
has 
fallen 
Into disuse; 
and 
the 


younger men are without It, but they 
arp so desperately dirty, old and 
young, that a persons! detail'Of this 
kind Is hardly noticeable. 


They wea/short trunks reaching to 


just below the knee. These nre red 
when new, but they speedily turn to 
an earthy color. 
These "shorts" are 


kept In position by a leather belt, and 
in the hot weather constitute the en- 
tire dress, except for a cloth wound 
aiound the head, above which the 
hair appears, tied in a knot. 


Tha women wear a short skirt which 


comes as far as the knee. Usually 
it Is dark-colored, but occaslonnlly It 
Is-ted. A broad piece of black cloth 
passes over the back across the right 
shoulder, and Is then draped over the 
bosom, and confined at the waist by 
a white girdle, knotted in front, snch- 
feshlon, with flowing ends hanging 
down with more or less grace, ac- 
cording to the length of time It has 
teen worn. 


Round the waist and neck are ropes 


of barbaric 
bends, 
to which 
the 


wealthy occasionally add long neck- 
laces of rupees. 
A" profusion of the 


beads also decorates the leg just above 
the calf, which is circled by a solid 
m*ss of garters of black cord or rat- 
tun. 


The result Is that their wearers 


•walk with n sort of compass-like ac- 
tion, and could not run, no matter 
what the urgency might be. Moreover, 
it Is not ensy for them to sit down, 
•nd when they do at market stalls or 
to spin, tiny stretch their legs straight 


by the pools.

Origin of the Lyre, 


a* Legend Tellt It 


Tradition and mythology tell us 


that Hermes, messenger and herald ot 
the gods, was walking along the banks 
of the • Kile after it had overflowed 
and. subsided, when he struct his foot 
against a heavy object Looking down, 


found it to be an old tortoise shell, 


with die dried sinews still stretched 
across it. H* picked it up, like any 
other curious boy, and upon touching 
the sinews was amazed to hear mu- 
sical sounds. Then, so the story runs, 


sat down and constructed the first 


yre! And tortoise shell to this day 
s the favored decoration of stringed 
instruments. 


Whether or not we believe this fan- 


ciful story, it is quite certain that the 
Jgrptlans owned and played musical 
nstruraeats centuries before the birth 
f Christ, or before Greece achieved 
er period of glory. Egyptian tombs 
are disclosed harps with strings of 
atgut which are in excellent condi- 
tion despite their 
three thousand 


ears' sleep. 
The harp and lyre continued through 
ible days as the only known musical 
nstrument, but a step forward was 
made in jthe Middle ages, when some- 
one invented the psaltry, which \vns 
followed a short time later by the dul- 
cimer. Both 
of these 
instruments 


were little more than boxes with 
strings across them, but they are of 
Interest to music lovers because they 
represent the first attempt to m»lee a 
sounding board. A small piece of 
quill was used to play them. 


The flrtt keyboard made its appear- 


ance in the Eleventh century. 
Small 


pieces of quill were attached to the 
end of the keys In A manner so they 
struck the strings when the key was 
touched, thus enabling the player to 
use both hands. The Instrument it- 
self was a box with a cover and 
strings of catgut arranged to form a 
half triangle, and it was known by 
the awesome name of cJavicytherlum.
